| Inquiry Made by Official. 

The law requires applicants for nat- 
Uralization t6 submit to the Court a 
petition containing the names of at least 
two citizens who can testify that they 
have known him five years and that 
their character is good. 

Hetzel’s name appeared on Skiodzke's 
petition, which was turned over to As- 
sistant District Attorney Deering for 
investigation. 

Deering learned that Hetzel received 
his full naturalization papers in Chi- 
cago only four years after he came from 
—— and that he then was 81 years 
° 

Under the law, he could not have 
been naturalized until he’ had been in 
the United States five years. 

Loses Right by Revocation. 

After Hetzel had vouched for Skiodzke 
and Skiodzke had been officially de- 
clared a citizen, Deering handed to 
Judge Trieber a slip of paper contain- 
ing the result of his investigation of 
Hetzel’s naturalization.

Mayme Baker, 20 years old, is dead, and 
Charles Ingle, 40 years old, is critically 
wounded, as the result of a tragedy in 
-the girl's home yesterday. 

Mrs. Ollie Youngblood Ellis, a cousin 
of the girl killed, admits, it is alleged, 
that she fired all the shots, and says 
she was trying to drive away Ingle, 
who, in a fit of rage, had seized Miss 
Baker, threatening her. 

The stories of the wounded man and 
the woman do not agree. Ingle insists 
he was only attempting to warn the 
woman, who, he says, had enmeshed his 
sister’s husband, to leave town, and he 
declares the shooting was without provo- 
eation. The bullets which ended Miss 
Baker's life were aimed at Ingle, who, 
Mrs. Ellis says, had the girl in his 
grasp. 

Ingle was taken to jail on suspicion 
that he had killed the girl. The sur- 
geons hold out no hope for his recovery.

Arsenic poisoning caused the death of 
John Ries, according to the report of 
three physicians, made Tuesday to the 
Coroner. An inquest will follow the re- 
port, and Ries’ relatives and the physi- 
cians who prescribed for him will be 
questioned. , 

Benjamin Ries of 3929 Garfield avenue 
brought about the official inquiry into 
his brother’s death. He has told the 
Coroner that, shortly before his re- 
moval to the City Hospital, John seized 
a phial from which medicine tablets had 
been administered to him, threw it} 
across the bed and said: 

“I feel like I had been poisoned.” 

Wife Tellg of Medicine. 

Mrs. Cora Ries, when seen at her 
home, 4126 Gano avenue, Tuesday, said] 
her 
cine prescribed for him. 

She said the four children of Ries 


had a controversy with Benjamin R®s 
are now with her sister-in-law, Mrs, 
Theresa Bossel, at 3168 North Thir- 
teenth street. 

“Dr. O. L. Howard of 4213 Naturai 
Bridge road gave my husband some 
tablets,’ said Mrs. Ries, ‘‘and Dr. San- 
te of 3141 Laclede avenue gave him 
prescriptions for tablets and a liquid, 
which I’ had filled at the drug store 
at Compton and Laclede avenues, I 
don’t know what was in any of the 
medicine. 

“I did say that I did not Iike to 
have my husband's body cut up, but | 
did not do anything to hinder the postr- 
mortem. His insurance, $128 in all, 
has not been paid yet.” 

Dr. Howard told the Coroner that he 
prescribed strychnine tablets for Ries, 
and said that arsenic tablets might 
have been given for those throngh a 
mistake, as arsenic tablets, In the same 
form as those containing strychnine, are 
put up in similar phials by the same 
drug company. 

Smallpex the Diagnosis, 

Ries, who was 45 years old, lived at 
701 Seuth Compton avenue. He was 
taken to the City Hospital at 8:30 p. m.., 
June 17, and his iliness was diagnosed 
as smallpex. He died before he could 
be removed to quarantine. 

The post mortem was conducted by 
Drs. R. H. Barnes, Charles Shery and 
Edward B. Kinder. They reported that 
the stomach contained arsenic in quan- 
tity sufficient to cause death. The Po- 
lice Department has assigned detectives 
to the case.

GRAY IN SECOND PLACE 





Effort to Conciliate Conserva- 
tives Seen in Plan to Nom- 
inate Jurist.

With his own nomination for Presi- 
Gent of the United States certain, in 
spite of a courageous resistance of a 
helpless minority, William 
Bryan and his hysterically jubilant fol- 

s are creating havoc in the ranks 
the old-time political bosses ‘‘who 
have not kept the faith.” 

Mr. Bryan is in the saddle and above 
bim flaunts the many-colored flag of 
radicalism. Even the courageously op- 
timistic supporters of Judge Gray, feeb- 
ly predicting a far-reaching change of 
sentiment before the first ballot for the 
presidency is taken, have been forced by 
the overwhelming accumulation of evi- 
dence to admit that Bryan will be nom- 
inated without serious opposition. 

Figures Still Being Made. 

Seemingly undaunted by the power of 
the club of fanatical sentiment which 
Mr. Bryan is swinging with the terrible 
effectiveness of a double-edged sword, 
the conservative leaders are still claim- 
ing that there will be enough votes lined 
up against Mr. Bryan on Thursday to 
prevent his nomination. They award 
Mr. Bryan 618 votes, whereas 666 will be 
required to nominate him, the six dele- 
gates from the Philippines not having 
any vote on the presidency. The 376 
votes which the anti-Bryan men claim 
to control include those of the delega- 
tions from New York, which Mr. Bryan 
can command, as well as those from a 
majority of the other’ uninstructed 
states. 

While the fight against Bryan has not 
been abandoned, a shift in the plans of 
the opposition indicates that an effort 
will be made to “edit’’ Mr. Bryan's plat- 
form in such a way as to take the radi- 
cal sting out of it. Such an effort will 
fail for the reason that there are more 
than 504 delegates in the convention 
who will vote for any sort of a platform 
that Mr. Bryan favors, not excepting 
‘a revision of the ten commandments,” 
as “Alfalfa Bill’ Murray of Oklahoma 
phrased it today. 

The conservatives will undoubtedly of- 
fer resistance to Mr. Bryan's radical 
ideas. But their opposition will be im- 
portant only because it was entertained 
without doing any damage to the 
Bryan document. 

Murphy’s Mild Ambition. 

The ambitious plan of Murphy, tle 
Tammany boss, to achieve fame as a 
oar eg maker is not regarded serious- 

y. The most illuminating feature of it 
is the humiliation of Judge Parker, the 
last Democratic candidute for thé presi- 
dency, who would be compelled as a 
member of the Resolutions Committee 
to fight for the adoption of the docu- 
ment which Murphy’s committee. will 
hand him. 

As Lewis Nixon is chairman of the 
committee, the probabilities’ are that 
the Murphy platform will not be as 
thoroughly flavored with conservatism 
as Judge Parker and his sympathizers 
would like. 

Bryan Calls His Headmen, 

Mr. Bryan will settle the vice-presi- 
dency as he will settle the presidency 
and the platform. Mr. Bryan, in carry- 
ing out his determination. to override 
the .opposition, summoned to his. aid 
the leaders of all the states over which 
he holds undisputed sway, Brown and 
Dahiman from his own, Campau from 
Michigan, Bell from California, Clay- 
ton from Alabama, Johnson from Ohio, 
Haskell and “‘Alfaifa Bill’’ Murray from 
Oklahoma and, in fact, those men who 
accept word and wishes as positive 
commands, not to be questioned. 

It did not take them long to put into 
Operation the full force of Mr. Bryan’s 
ntire following, and soon only the 
mall but valiant Gray army of six 
votes stood at resistance. 

The Johnson supporters, with flags, 
music and lusty lungs, reached town 
Monday afternoon and made a fairly 
impressive demonstration, but even they 
were swept aside and forgotten as a 
mere incident in the Bryan tumult that 
waged on every side. 

The first real encouragement that the 
anti-Bryan movement received, and one 
which caused the managers of the Ne- 
braskan considerable dismay was fur- 
nished by Georgfa, the only State in the 
solid South to come out openly hostile 
against him, and whose 2% delegates

EXCLUSION OF ASIATICS 





Commercial Struggle of the 
Future Will Be on West- 
ern Ocean. 





DENVER, July 8 —Theodore_ Bell, 
temporary Chairman of the Democratic 
National Convention, in his speech today 
opening the convention declared among 
other things that the greater portion of 
the American Navy should be retained 
in the Pacific to maintain the peace of 
the world. He declared that on the 
bosom of the Western Ocean would be 
enacted the great commercial struggle 
of the future, and the interests of Am- 


erican Commerce together with the ex- 
posure of the Pacific Coast demands 
that a powerful navy be ever ready on 
that coast. Mr. Bell also advocated 
the exclusion of aii Asiatics from immi- 
gration to the United States. His speech 
follows: 

“We have assembled at a time when 
the public conscience is demanding 
honesty of purpose in the men who 
ghee ty to direct the affairs of State. 

he public eye is keenly sensitive to 
every political movement, and our pro- 
ceedings here will be approved accord- 
ing to the degree of sincerity appear- 
ing in the work of this convention. 
There is a widespread belief, founded 
upon evidence of a convincing char- 
acter,‘ that the party in wer has not 
been true to its trust, that it has be- 
trayed the common interest ino the 
hands of the enemies of good govern- 
ment, thereby forfeiting its right and 
destroying its ability to rule in the 
name of the people. 


Prevailing Evils. 

“Among the great evils that afflict 
the country at the -present time is the 
abuse of corporate power. At first the 
advancing aggressions of the corpora- 
tions are not discernable to the com- 
mon eye, for every move is carefully 
covered up until sufficient political 
strength is attained to defy the pro- 
tests of the people. Thus the constant 
and insidious invasion of the people's 
rights finally results in a species of 
arrogance and defiance so formidable 
in its appearance that the body of the 
people, in fear if even worse aggres- 
sions, hesitate and exercise their right- 
ful authority over these colossal ene- 
mies of the commonwealth. 

“Whenever the mutterings of the peo- 
ple become too threatening the cry of 
confiscation goes up and appeals are 
frantically made to the sacred rights 
of party. This is intended to affright 
the ears of honest men in the enjoy- 
ment of the fruits of their industry 
and thrift, and by thus playing upon 
their prejudices and fears to deter them 
from casting their influence on the 
side of wholesome reforms. The cry of 
confiscation is the historic defense of 
usurpation. Let the people take warn- 
ing. Whenever the wrongs of today be- 
come the vested rights of tomorrow the 
nation is in deadly peril. 


Democracy and Corporations, 

The Democratic party is not the ene- 
my of property; but, to the conuirary, 
it has always stood and will continue 
to stand firmly against every species 

f aggression that would destroy or 

eaken the right of any man to enjoy 
the rewards to which his patience, his 
skill, his industry and his economy en- 
ter upon him. 

“The Democratic party is not an ene- 
my of all corporations. It recognizes 
their great value in the industrial world. 
Through the agency of incorporation 
scattered wealth is brought together 
and given a driving force that it would 
not otherwise possess. Great enter- 
prises are thereby undertaken and the 
undeveloped resources of the country 
added to the wealth of the world. 

“No rational man Can be opposed to 
corporations as such and the assertion 
that the Democratic party is waging an 
indiscriminate war against this conven- 
fent form of transacting business has no 
foundation in fact. It is the abuse only 
of corporate power that we seek to 
eliminate. e 


Rights of People. 

“We are confronted with the tnquiry, 
what assurance has the Republican par- 
ty given that it will use the forces at 
its command to restore the people to 
their rights? In its Chicago platform 
it did not make a decent pretense of 
championing the people’s cause, and the 
proceedings of that convention are 
glaringly insincere. It was noted that 
two elements were present in that gath- 
ering, one with sufficient votes to adopt 
a platform and name its candidate for 
President, the other powerful enough 
to unwrite that platform and tle the 
hands of the nominee. The distinguish- 
ing feature of the Chicago platform 
is ite oft-repeated promise to do a lot 
of things that the Republican party has 
heretofore failed to do. That party 
went to Chicago fresh from the halls of 
Congress, where an overwhelming Re- 
publican majority in both bramches en- 
abled it to propose and to adopt any 
legislation that it chose. Does the Re- 
publican ery believe that it can be 
absolved from its dereliction of duty by 
an empty promise to do in the future 
what it has willfully refused in the past.

“The most palpable instance of the 
insincerity of the Chicago platform is 
found in its declaration respecting the 
issuance of injunctions. It would have 
been entitled to more respect if it had 
omitted all mention of the subject. 

“At session after session of Congress 
labor has pleaded for relief from the 
abuses of injunctions, but its appeals 
have fallen on deaf ears and there has 
been no indication that remedial legis- 
lation of any character would be en- 
acted. The oligarchy in House und Sen- 
ate has decided that nothing shall be 
done to weaken any advantage that 
corporations have ;ained in labor dis- 
putes. The fact is that all our citizens, 
without respect to station or occupa- 
tion in life, have a genuine respect for 
the courts and —esire to maintain their 
integrity. 

“The charge that the courts are be- 
ing assailed is simply made for the pur- 
pose of diverting attention from the 
real issue. 


People and Courts, 

“Heretofore it has not been consid- 
ered treason or an unwarrantable attack 
on the honor-.of the courts to define 
their jurisdiction, prescribe their pro- 
cedure, restrict their processes and gen- 
erally to fix the bounds within which 
judicial functions shall be exercised. 

“It makes no difference whether the 
courts are acting in excess of their 
jurisdiction or strictly within their dele- 
ated powers. In either case the peopie 

ave a right to throw additional safe- 
guards around human liberty. 

“With the power and opportunity to 
curry out Democratic vrinclples we 
will be called on to revise our tariff 
laws in the interest of the whole people. 

his issue cannot be disposed of by the 
assertion that the Republican party 
stands for tariff revision, Republican 
revision and Democratic revision are 
two different things. 

“The Democratic idea is that where 
the tariff enables the trusts to maintaip 
a system of extortion, the duty should 
be removed from all trust-made goods, 
so that competition from abroad may 
compel reasonable prices to our own 
people.

They thus admitted the charge 
so irequently made by our party that 
Republican success In the past has 
largely depended upon the vast sums of 
money collected from the great monopo- 
lies of the country and corruptly used 
in the conduct of its campaigns. 

“Further amendment to our laws giv- 
ing the Federal Government supervision 
over the issuance of railroad stocks and 
bonds is demanded. The fixings of 
transportation charges and the contro] 
of issuances of railroad securities are 
inseparably connected with the actual 
valuation of railroads. The Democratic 

rty believes that the first thing to do 
s to secure a physical valuation of the 
roads, that is a valuation of the solid 
rather than the liquid assets of railroad 
companies. While on the other hand.

Election of Senators, 

“The .Democratic party will continue 
to labor for the direct election of United 
States senators and it appeals to the 
voters of America to elect members for 
the different State Legislatures who 
will pledge themselves to vote for no 
candidate for the United States Senate 
that is not in favor of this reform. 

“The affirmative position of the Dem- 
ocratic party upon these great questions 
will be made clear during the impend- 
ing campaign, and disdaining all sub- 
terfuges it will speak in a language 
that cannot be misunderstood. Its voice 
will ring with a genuine love for hu- 
manity and the charge of insincerity 
will never be brought to its doors. Let 
our party declaration in this conven- 
tion present the strong contrast be- 
tween that which we here propose and 
that which was declared at Chicago. 

Fleet on Pactfic. 

“On the bosom of the Pacific will be 
enacted the great con.mercial struggles 
of the future, and the interests of 
American commerce in connection with 
the exposure of our Western shores to 
any hostile attack will demand that the 
cagneed portion of American navy shall 

e retained in the waters of the Pacific 
and preserve the a of the world.

Disregards Bryan’s Choice of 
Congressman Clayton for 
the Honor.

Disregarding the positive preference 
of William J. Bryan for Congressman 
D. Clayton of Alabama, Gov. 
Folk started a boom today for Con- 
gressman Champ Clark of Missouri for 
permanent chairman of the Democratic 


.| National Convention. 


Gov. Folk, who had been selected as 
the Missouri member of the Committee 
on Permanent Organization, takes the 
position that the convention chairman- 
ship is still open to a choice. 

Congressman Clayton, on the other 
hand, has assumed that since his recent 
interview with Bryan at Lincoln there 
would be no other candidate for this 
honor. -In fact, Congressman Clayton 
has already prepared the speech he is 
to deliver ‘‘as permanent chairman” to 
the various press associations. This ef- 
fort is 6000 words in length and the 
main features, according to dispatches 
from Lincoln, have been reviewed and 
analyzed by Bryan. It is thought that 
Bryan has gone so far as to incorpo- 
rate his individual suggestions in the 
Clayton address. 

When reminded of these things today, 
Gov. Folk said: 

‘It is all news to me about Congress- 
man Clayton, I do not know that Mr. 
Bryan favors him for permanent chair- 
man. I have just come from Lincoln 
and while there I heard nothing to 
indicate who was to be the permanent 
chairman. 

“I have not the pleasure of Mr. Clay- 
ton’s acquaintance, but I have no doubt 
he is a worthy Democrat and fully 
capable of discharging the important 
duties which his friends say have 
been assigned to him. At the same time 
I think the Committee on Permanent 
organization ought to have something 
to say about the matter. 

“Personally, I favor Champ Clark, 
who, next to John Sharp Williams, is 
the most conspicuous Democrat in the 
House of Representatives. He would 
make an ideal chairman. I believe the 
committee will give his name serious 
consideration.”’

Spends Two Hours With Ne- 
braskan, but Fight on 
Plank Is Renewed. 








POST-DISPATCH BUREAU, 
BROWN PALACE HOTEL, 
DENVER, Colo., July 7. 

At Mr. Bryan's invitation, former 
Gov. David R. Francis of St. Louis 
spent two hours’ at the Bryan home 
and then came straight to Denver pre- 
pared to fight the Bryan ideas on an 
anti-injunction plank in the platform. 

As soon as he arrived he gathered 
up Senator Stone, Edward F. Goltra of 
St. Louis, former Mayor Reed of Kan- 
sas City and other prominent Missouri- 
ans, and the fight over the anti-injunc- 
tion plank which nas lulled for two 
days took on renewed life. 

Opposed to the Piank. 

“I am opposed to any plank _ pro- 
posing to do away with temporary in- 
junctions issued without hearings,” said 
Mr. Francis. ‘“‘Temporary injunctions 
are necessary for the protection of 
property, and we should not so change 
the law that they cannot be issued im- 
mediately in cases where irreparable 
damage is likely to result from delaying 
them, . 

“I believe the injunction plank should 
reaffirm the present practice of the 
courts in issuing injunctions, with one 
exception. I believe it should provide 
that the case should be heard on ‘its 
merits within three days after the ‘ter 
porary injunction is issued.’’ 

“Will such a plank meet the approval 
of Mr. Bryan?’ Mr.. Francis was asked, 


‘Well, I don’t know about that,” he 
replied. 

tater Mr. Francis said he thought 
there would be harmony in the conven- 
tion except over the injunction question. 


Probably Be a Fight. 
‘There is likely ta he some fight. over 
that injunction.” he said. 
He thought the injunction contro- 
versy wouid probably end in a compro- 
mise plank which would suit all in this. 


The plank he favors does not differ 
materially from that adopted in the 
Republican vn.a.torm, he said. 

Various interpretations of Bryan's 
ideas on the injunction plank have been 
advanced by the Bryan men here, but 
all of them go much further than Mr.

Lives in His Old Home. 
This aged banker, who does not con- 


sider it remarkable that he is able to 
continue in active control of a big bank 
at his advanced age, resides with his 
Gaughter, Mrs. Thomas J. Scott, in the 
old home at 1623 Locust street, which 
he purchased for his parents in 1842.

commercial buildings, he epjoys life in 
the old home. 

A man of regular habits throughout 
his life, he rises each morning* at 6:30, 
and, after breakfast and a perusal of 
the newspapers, he boards a street car 
at 8:30 o’clock and goes to the bank. 
That had been his habit each morning 
of the 37 years he has been president of 
the institution. Not very many of the 
clerks have reached the building when 
President Lackland arrives. Sometimes 
he gets there a very few minutes after 
8 o'clock, 


Keeps Balances in Mind, 
When the clerks open their books, 


Mr. Lackland casually strolis to their 
desks and iooks at the balances. At- 
taches of the bank say he carries in his 
mind practically the exact balances of 
the bank’s principal customers and that 
it is very rarely necessary for him to 
consult the books to determine the ed- 
vieability of permitting a customer to 
burrow money. 

Hie regularly attends the meetings of 
the directors and gives personal atten- 
tion to every detail. 

Mr. Lackland does not look his §&9 
years. His step is as firm as it was 40 
years ago and he signs hfs name with- 
out a tremble. He laughed when he 
was asked to give his story of his pil- 
grimage to the fountain of eternal 
youth. 

“There is only one way to keep 
young,”’ he replied. ‘“‘Have a good con- 
stitution and don’t abuse it.. If-I am 


younger than most men of my age, that 


I was given a good con- 
stitution and I have kept it good even

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FFT SUICIDE 
DANES A NURS 
FROM HOSPITAL 


Miss Wedler Resigns When 
Woman, Ten Feet Away, Is 
Able to Hang Self. 





WAS GIVEN FREEDOM 





Employes Now Fear Fifth- 
Story Observation Wards 
as “Hoodoos.” 





In the observation wards of the City 
Hospital there have occurred in the last 
12 months five suicides by Aiemented 
patients, miraculous escapes from death 
by two young women, who leaped the 
five stories to the ground, and an .-at- 


tempted suicide by an insane man, who 
Was rescued from the cupola of B build- 
ing by a policeman. 

These occurrences have caused em- 
ployes at the institution to fear the 
observation wards as “hoodoos.” The 
latest victim is Miss Mamie Wedler, 
head nurse in the women’s insane ward, 
who fled from her work in horror Mon- 
day, without even notifying Supt. Kirch- 
ner, because a patient, knewn to have 
suicidal mania, was able to hang her- 
self not 10 feét away from the nurse. 

A guard, Gel Gerlitz, was discharge a 
week ago because he admitted beating. 
Joseph Teddor, an observation ward pa- 
tient, whose yells that he was being 
murdered aroused the whole neighbor- 
hood to attempt his rescue: 


Neighborhood Is Terrified. 

A series of thrilling and frightful 
spectacles has for several months ter- 
rified the residents within sight of the 
hospital. Not long ago Miss Henrietta 
Colfer, a handsome young woman who 
was being treated for melancholia, elud- 
ed the vigilance of her watchers one 
morning, found one of the barred win- 
dows unbolted, and crept out on the 
roof, 75 feet from the ground. 

For half an hour she sat on the lofty 
eaves, driving back the physicians who 
wished to rescue her by the threat of 
leaping if they tried to approach. Many 
persons, whose hearts almost ceased 
beating with suspense, watched her in 
silence. 

Finally, she gathered her skirts about 
her bare feet and permitted herself to 
slide deliberately off the roof. A fire 
company, which had been summoned, 
had stretched a net beneath her, but 
her back was broken. Her eventual 
physical recovery was one of the mar- 


vels in the history of the hospital. “ 


Not long afterwards Miss Viola Helm, 
who was under observation because she 
had tried to jump from a second-story 
window at her home, was being escorted 
from ward C-4 to the insane ward just 
above’ by a physician and a nurse. The 
interne preceded her a couple of steps 
and the nurse was just behind. 


Leaps Through Window. 


A window on the staircase was raised 
a foot and a half. Through-this nar- 
row opening, while her guards were 
looking another way, the girl precipi- 
tated herself to the greund below, fall- 
ing on her knees on. the only soft spot 
in the courtyard. Her legs were both 
broken near the hips. 

A similar leap, which succeeded, was 
made from the’ men’s observation ward 
Oct. 4, last year, by Dr. Richard Slev- 
in, who had made several previous at- 
tempts on his life. He, too, found a 
barred window unbolted, stole out upon 
the roof and hurled himself down. He 
was picked up with a fractured skull, 
and died a few minutes later from con- 
cussion of the brain. 

About a year ago Mrs. Jennie EB. Tom- 
sen, who lived at 4008 St. Ferdinand av- 
enue, was a patient for melancholia tn 
the observation ward. She succeeded, 
almost fn the presence of the attendants, 
in tearing a blanket from her bed to 
strips, tying one end to the high barred 
and springing from a chair. She was 
cut down dead. 

Last spring Stratis Pratogaltis, a 
yceung laborer, was confined in the men’s 
observation ward. It was known that 
he was plotting designe ons-his life. 
Early one morning, almost under the 
eyes of a guard, he clambered to the 
top of the grated door to his cell, and 
threw himself headlong to the concrete 
floor. He died the same day from a 
fractured skull. 

A recent case {s that of Mrs. Marte 
Thompson, who was an observation pa- 
tient, but who had. been removed, on 
developing typhoid, to the building for 
infectious diseases. 


Flees and Ends Her Life. 


One night the one nurse in charge 
of the big bullding left it a few mo- 
ments. When she returned, the woman 
had fled in her night clothes, taking 
a blanket with her. The next morning 
she was found hanging dead, strangled 
by strips of the blanket, in a base. 
ment about 10 blocks away. 

The last tragedy, which caused the 


hurried resi tion of Miss Wedler, 
the suicide of Mrs. Wilhelmina Hen. 


drick, the mother of eight children, at 
8 a. m. Sunday. Mrs. Hendrick was 
entrusted to the hospital by her hus- 
band, who warned the physicians that 
she had attempted her life at home 
by drinking the entire contents of a 
bottle of medicine prescribed by the 
family doctor. 

The woman's cell was just across from 
the observation ward office, where, at 
that hour, there are always two physi- 
clans, and one or two nurses and at- 
tendants. She had been given the 
freedom of the ward, and her cell door 
was open. 

At 7:56 o’clock she was laughing with 
the nurse. Five minutes later the 
nurse found her hanging, almost at the 
last breath, In a noose made from her 
underwear and fastened to the high 
window. She died soon after being

Ordered British Khaki Tailored 
by Coolies for the Ameri- 
can Soldiers. 





BOSTON, July 7.—Representatives- of 
responsible firms in this city and New 
York have opened a flank fire on Taft’s 
presidential candidacy which, unless 
checked by remedial action at Washing- 
ton, threaten to cost the Republican 
nominee the support of an influential 
body of American manufacturers and 
of a still larger body of American wage 
earners. a 

In letters to President Roosevelt, Sen- 
ator Lodge and the War Department, 
these manufacturers’ representatives 
protest against the course of the War 
Department under Taft’s direction while 
secretary in having the khaki for the 
uniforms of soldiers in the Philippines 
bought from English manufacturers and 
made up by cheap coolie labor in Manila, 
to the exclusion of American mills and 
American wage earners. For a week 
the President has been bombarded with 
angry letters and telegrams containing 
these charges.

Confused for a moment by the height, 
he did not leap off, but-ran up the roof 
to a cupola, five feet high, to the top 
of which he scrambled. A swarm of 
doctors and attendants followed him, 
but dared not approach because of the 


flourishes of his iron cudgel. 

It was Policeman James H. Omohun- 
dro of the Soulard Street Station, who, 
at the risk of being knocked from the 
building, seized the madman, after di- 
verting his attention. in another direc- 
tion, and dragged h to safety. 

Dr. J. W. Shankland, who recently 
resigned as assistant superintendent of 
the City Hospital, was an earnest ad- 
vocate of placing the observation wards 
on the ground floor, for reasons which 
he thought teo obvious to elaborate. 

The high barred windows of the cells 
and the bed clothing offer effective 
means of suicide to any patient cun- 
ning enough to bide his time for a mo- 
ment when watchfulness relaxes. 
Straitjackets, not too painful a means 
of confinement, have been found relia- 
ble means for the prevention of self-de- 
struction. 

Supt. Kirchner is convinced that sui- 
cides in observation wards cannot be 
avoided. If a person is determined to 
take his life, he says, he will succeed 
soener or latcr. ° 

No Prevention, He Says. 

“Watching against suicides is liké a 
game of pigs in clover,’’ says Dr. 
Kirchner, ‘‘and chance has a large in- 
fluence. Just when you think you are 
guiding the patient inte the pocket of 
safety he rolls away on the tangent 
of self-destructien. There is no means 
of preventing an insane person from 


killing himself if he desires to. 

“Miss Wedler, who left without my 
knowledge, and. whom I hope to -per- 
suade to return, is a rare woman, one 
of the best nurses we ever had. Not 
a shred of blame attaches to her. It 
is very easy to be within 10 feet of a 
person hanging himself, and to know 
nothing about it.’’

Anna Gould 
and Prince Helie de Sagan were mar- 
ried this morning at the Strand registry 
office by Registrar Craddock. Feilow- 
ing the civil service at the registry of- 
fice, the couple entered a cab and were 
driven to the French Protestant Church 
in Soho Square, where a religious cere- 
mony was performed. 

There were no attendants at either of 
the ceremonies, the utmost simplicity 
being observed. George J. Gould and his 
family were not present at either of the 
services. 

The second ceremony was followed 
by a small wedding breakfast at the 
Savoy Hotel. The couple will leave for 
Paris tomorrow and will probably go to 
the Prince’s villa at Marais. 

There was absolutely no secrecy about 
the wedding. Prince Helie last night 
announced to representatives of the 
American and French newspapers that 
all difficulties having been overcome and 
arrangements having been completed, 
the marriage ceremony would take 
place immediately upon the opening of 
the Registry Office in Henrietta street 
this morning. 


Made Effort to Escape Crowd. 

Notwithstanding this, the Prince and 
Mme. Gould made a determined effort 
to escape the crowd. They had a large 
motor car waiting at the main entrance 
of the hotel all the morning. When the 
hour for them to leave arrived, how- 
ever, the couple, accompanied by three 
friends, left the hotel by a rear en- 
trance, and, entering ordinary cabs, 
drove to the back entrance of the Reg- 
istry Office. 

The civil ceremony was simple. Out- 
side of Prince Helie, Mme. Gould, the 
witnesses and the officials, no one was 
present. A great crowd, consisting 
largely of porters from the Covent 
Garden market and employes of the 
publishing houses in the vicinity, as- 
sembled in the street outside. 

Prince Helie preduced a copy of the 
notice filed with the Registrar, estab- 
lishing his two-weeks’ residence, in the 
district and the Registrar granted his 
license. Mme. Gould and the Prince 
signed the register describing them- 
selves, as had been done io the bans 
published in Paris. 

Armed with the Registrar's certificate, 
the party, again leaving the building by 
the back door, dreve in cabs to the 
French Protestant Church, hidden away 
in @ Corner of Soho Squaré. The en- 
trance to ‘this church was blocked by 
trucks and Mme. Gould and the Prince 
had to make their way through a mass

Mme. Gould and Prince Helie both 
answered the usual questions in a firm 
voice, but the bride turned nervously 
to the small congregation y when the 
quietness of the church was disturbed 
by the clicking of camera shutters. 

At the conclusion of the ceremony 
the pastor, as is the custom of the 
church, presented Prince Helie with a 
Bible and then congratulated them. 
After this he led the way back to the 
vestry, where the church registry was 
signed. The witnesses were Baron de 
Montenilliat and C. Bonchauvin. The 
only other parson with the party was 
Prince Helie’s private secretary. 

Mme. Gould wore a handsome cos- 
tume of cream-colored silk, richly em- 
broidered, and a straw hat to match, 
trimmed with osprey feathers. 

The news that the Prince de Sagan 
and Mme, Gould had been married in 
the Soho Square Church got about 
quickly and by the time the party was 
ready to leave the building a big 
crowd had gathered in the street in 
front. After a few introductions to 
members of the pastor’s family, Prince 
Helie de Sagan and his wife, followed 
by the witnesses and te Prince’s secre- 
tary, made their way to the carriages. 
The crowd outside promptly stood aside 
to let them pass through. 


Just previous to the wedding Prince de 
Sagan announced that he had adopted 
the Protestant religion because the 
Catholic church would not sanction the 
marriage of a divorced person. To one 
of his friends he remarked: 

“tT am the happiest man in London 
and I am going to do everything in 
my power to make my wife just as 
happy as I am. This will be my only 
ambition in 1 the future.”’

GREENFIELD, Mo., July 7.—In a de- 
tailed defense of his political record, 
David w’ABall explained to Dade Coun- 
ty Democrats his votes on railroad leg- 
islation while a State Senator, and his 
attitude in the St. Louis municipal cam- 
paign of 1901. He said he had been 
misrepresented in these matters by 
some of the supporters of W. S. Cow- 
herd. 

He said that in the Legislature of 
1887 he supported and voted for a Sen- 
ate bill entitled “An act to prevent 
extortion, unjust discrimination and 
pooling. by railrcead corporations.” This 
bill was so amended in the House of 
Representatives, he said, as to lose its 
original character, and to create new 
offices which he deemed useless. He 
voted against this substitute measure. 
which, he said, was opposed by the 
leading supporters of the original Sen- 
ato bill. 

He then referred to the charge that 
his vote in this matter had caused 
him to be condemned by his constitu- 
ents. It had been state<, he said, that 
meetings were held at Troy and Mex- 
ico, both in his senatorial district, at 
which resolutions condemning his 
course were ‘adopted. 

No such meeting was ever held at 
Troy, he said. A meeting was Hehki at 
Mexico, and he was invited to attend 
his vote on the railroad 
measure. He did so, and after hearing 
his explanation, the meeting unanimous- 
ly indorsed his course. He referred to 
the files of Sam B. Cook’s Mexico pa- 
per, of another paper there and of the 
Jefferson City Tribune to substantiate 
his statement. 

He admitted that, as charged by the 
Ccowherd men, he made speeches in St. 
Louis against the election.. of Mayor 
Wells fn 1901. He quoted the files of the 
Ccmmoner to prove that William J. Bry- 
an opposed Wells’ candidacy and de- 
plored his election as “a disastrous vic- 
tory.” 

“Tf I was wrong, then Mr. Bryan was 
wrong,’ said Ball. “If I should be de- 
feated for the nomination for Governor 
because I opposed Mr. Wells, then, on 
the same theory, Mr. Bryan should be 
defeated for the nomination efor Presi- 
dent, for his offense was the same as 
mine. Yet there is not a member of this 
faction . who will oppose Mr. 
Bryan r this reason, and if they did 
the people of this country would sink 
them into oblivion so deep they would 
nevér again come to the surface. 

He said his services as a speaker had 
been solicited since the Wells campaign, 
and that his Democracy was never ques- 
tioned because of that matter, until he 





became a candidate.

THE PUBLIC SERVICE COMMISSION. 

It is of more importance at this time that 
there should be a Publio Service Commission 
of some kind in St. Louis than that any one 
man’s ideas as to the composition of that 
commission should prevail. 

Striving for perfection, many people have 
failed not only of thetr object but of any 
progress whatever, and thus perfectionists 
have ever found favor with obstructionists. 

Under existing conditions it is wselesa to

A bulletin of the Bureau of Labor reports that 
wholesale prices for 258 staple articles reached a 
higher level in 1907 than in any year since 1890, 


when the Bureau began its tnvestigations. 


The average for 1907 was 5.7 per cent higher 
than for 1906; 44.4 per cent higher than for 1897, 
_@nd 29.5 per cent higher than the average for the 
@Gecade 1890-1899. The highest point was reached 

in October, after which there was a decline, but 
the level of December was higher than the aver- 


age of 1906. 


In this country we pay little attention to such 
information, but the statesmen of Rurope under- 
stand the importance of statistics of priee. and 
cost and, generally speaking, he is the most suc- 


cessful who pays most attention to them.

There is one logical man at Denver who sug- 
gests that, since the Democratic convention is to 
declare itself in perfect harmony with the ideas 
and policies of Mr. Roosevelt, it should in con- 
sistency make that gentleman its candidate.

At another house I was introduced to a milk sherbet, called “One, two, 
three’ sherbet by the hostess because it was easier to remember by numerals. 
One quart of milk, two cups of sugar and the juice of three lemons were poured 
into the freezer and came out a delicious dessert, despite the tendency to curdle. 
‘The freezing emoothed the mixture. 

The best stew I ever ate was called “Dutch,” and baked in a bean pot. It 
was made of two pounds of chuck steak, cut in squares, one can of peas, one- 
fourth cupful of soft bread crumbs, one-half can of tomatoes, one carrot, one 
onion, four cloves, one-fourth cupful pearl tapioca, salt and pepper to taste. This 
mixture was covered with cold water and baked four or five hours in the oven, 
closély-covered all the time. Ht is a whole meal in itself, and quite good 
enough for a company dish.

NEW YORK, July 7.—With one eye

At 
times it appeared that he would put 
Cross out and twice during the battle 
he had that clever scrapper completely 
at sea with his stomach doubled up and 
his hands crossed over his head to 
protect himself. He stalled the rounds 
out and came back fighting on both oc- 
casions. 

The closing round was fast, Griffin 
forcing the battle every inch of the way. 
Although the clever Leach put some 
heavy punches over his guard, the Aus- 
tralian simply would not, stop and for 
30 seconds before the gong rang bat- 
tered Cross to the ropes and was slug- 
ging him heavily although himself 
weakened by his constant swinging. 
No verdict was handed down, but the 
fight was undoubtedly in favor of Grif- 
fin. 

Matched against men of his own weight 
this Griffin will make a lot of trouble 
for the lightweights of this country, 
even if he has to give away a few 
pounds. He is after a match with Abe 
Attell and will likely get one after the 
splendid showing he made last night.

Lumbermen Hold Their Third 
Meeting in St. 
Louis. 





MERGER IS PLANNED 
Stock and Bonds Will Be 
Given for Their 
Properties. 





A meeting of the premliminary or- 
ganization of yellow pine lumber pro- 
ducers and manufacturers, who plan 
to pool their interests, was held 
in St. Louis Tuesday, preparatory 


to a conference which is to be held at 
the Mercantile Club Wednesday. 

Nelson W. McLeod of the Greyson- 
McLeod Lumber Co. is chairman of the 
committee. As on the two previous oc- 
casions when there were similar gather- 
ings in ‘St. Louis, absolute secrecy is 
being maintained. ; 

Merger Is Under Way. 

The plan, as outlined to those who at- 
tended the previous meetings, is to form 
a central company to take over the tim- 
ber holdings and the railroad and mill 
properties of all the manufacturing con- 
cerns which enter into the agreement. 

The timber is to be valued at $% a 
1000 feet aid half the purchase price is 
to be paid in bonds and the other half’ 
in stock of the holding concern. The 
rew company is to operate the property 
through officers elected by the stock- 
holders. ; 

In financing the company sufficient 
money ‘Is to be raised to pay off the 
bended indebtness and the current debts 
of the component organizations, and this 
amount is to be deducted from the 
bends issued them. 

Estimates Are Asked. 

Each of the dealers throughout the 
Kreat yellow pine belt of the South and 
Southwest has been asked to give the 


. committee a statement as to the value 


as to his timber holdings on a basis of 
$2.50 a 1000 feet and to add to that a 


fair valuation for his mill and railroad 


properties. 
$273,000,000 Is Involved, 

The returns made so far show that 
those who are willing to join the new 
concern have property valued at $273,000,- 
000, Current debts amount to $42,000,000. 

Those who are urging the formation 
of the company deny that it will be 
a “trust.”” They say that the move- 
ment has the sanction of the Roosevelt 
administration and that its sole object 


1s the preservation of the forests and 


the prevention of waste in cutting and 
marketing timber.

Excise Commissioner Says He 
Expects Still Others 
to Close. 





Following his policy that saloons are 
only to be tolerated under the law, Ex- 
cise Commissioner Mulvihill proudly 
announced Tuesday that they have de- 


creased in St. Louis by the number of 
$57 in the six months since Jan, 1. 

Of this number the’ Excise Commis- 
sioner credits himself with having been 
the direct nemesis of 52. He either re- 
voked the licenses or refused to renew 
them for that number. 

Of the remaining 306, Mr. Mulvihill 
believes most of them had to close be- 
cause the rigid enforcement of the law 
has compelled the proprietors to forego 
such accessories as gambling, pool, 
music and games. 


Predicts Further Decline. 

During the corresponding six months 
last year, 2489 licenses were issued to 
saloon keepers. This year only 2315 
licenses have been issued, a decrease of 
174 for that period. 

“I prophesy that In the next. six 
months,’ said the Excise Commissioner, 
“there will be an unprecedented decline 
in the saloon business. I know this 
from discussions with brewery repre- 
sentatives, who hold leases on saloon 
corners heretofore profitable. They are 
are only waiting the expiration of the 
leases to resign them.”’

Driver and Mechanician Crush- 
ed Beneath Car—Other 
Racers Hurt. 


GERMAN WINS’ EVENT 





Strang, American, Is Beaten 
by Accident at Start of 
Grand Prix. 


_——— 





DIEPPE, France, July 7.—-Two men 
were’ killed and one was seriously in- 
jured in the automobile Grand Prix to- 
day, a race which was viewed by almost 
1,000,000 persons and in which drivers 
of German cars took the honors of 
1908. They got the first three places and 
another German cut down the Dieppe 
track recor? py 1 hour and 4 minutes. 

Cissac, who was driving a Panhard, 


and his mechanician, Schaub, were 
crushed to death beneath their car when 
a tire was torn off, and the Weigel car, 
driven by Harrison, an Englishman, 
turned a somersault at Eu, and Harri- 
son was badly injured. Strang, the 
American, driving a Thomas car, was, 
beaten by an accident to his machine 
before the start. 


Wianer Drives Mercedes. 

Laudtenschlager, the winner, drove a 
Mercedes car. His time was 6h. 53m. 
48 4-58. Hemery, driving a Benz, was seo- 
ond in 7h. 4m. and 24s., and Hanriot, also 
driving a Bénz car, was third in Th. 5m. 
13s. The average speed of the winner 
was 111.2 kilometers, or 69.05 miles, an 
hour. 

As Strang was driving into the inclos- 
ure before the start of the race, the 
transmission and reversing gear of his 
car jammed. After considerable diffi- 
culty the mechanism .was patched up,. 
but the car crossed the starting line 
with the first and second speed and the 
reversing gear out of commission. The 
latter would probably have disqualified 
the car had it had a chance of winning, 
as the rules specifically require a re- 
verse worked by a motor. 

Neither Strang nor his mechanician 
expected to finish the first round, but 
managed to negotiate it in 58m. 44s., and 
after more repairs resumed the race. 
Considering that the car was doomed in 
advance, Strang makes as inglorious a 
showing as did Christie, the American 
driver, last year. 

The race was the most exciting since 
the blue ribbon of the automobile world 
was in augurated. A terrific pace was 
set at the start and three Frenchmen, 
Szisz, Thery and Bablot and Wagner, 
an Italian, and Salzer, a German, beat 
the record made last year in the first 
round. 

In the second round Nazarro, driving 
a Fiat, forged to the lead, but the 
strain soon began to tell on the lead- 
ers. Tire trouble then developed and a 
strong wind biew straight in the faces 
of the drivers as they came down the 
sea leg of the triangular course. 

Forges Ahead in Fourth, 

Lautenschlager drove. steadily and 
took the lead in the fourth round when 
Nazarro dropped back, owing to a 
jammed clutch, and he maintained: his 
position to the finish. -

Light Costs Him Nothing. 

His gas bills run from $30 to $®% a 
month and his electric bills were from 
$40 to $0 a month. He has a generator 
attached to a shaft of his gas engine and 
makes all the electric light he needs) for 
practically nothing. 

“When I moved to my present quar- 
ters several years ago,” said Mr. Hause 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter, I took 
Union Electric’s power service. The 
bills ran so high that I finally had to 
put in a gas engine. 

“After the engine was installed Un- 
ion Electric men came around and of- 
fered me a lower rate. My power bill 
with the gas engine was running about 
$20. I was told I could get a rate that 
would make my bills not over $2 a 
month. 

“That seemed to be reasonable, and 
I concluded I would rather pay the 
slight excess than to be troubled with 
the gas engine. I made a contract, and 
for a few months my bills were about 
the figure stated, but they soon began 
to climb, and went up so high that I 
was forced to start my engine again. 
“I am now making my own power 
and doing it economically. 

Rate Raised 20 Per Cent. 

‘My light contract expired in Febru- 
ary and my rate was raised from 10 
cents a kilowatt hour to 12 cents. This 
was done, too, in the face of the hard 
times. 

“Some peculiar things have occurred 
since I signed the new contract. For 
instance, my bill from Feb. 25 to April 
21, practically two months, when I was 
using considerable light, was $6.04. 

‘My bill from April 21 to May 21, 
when I was using practically no light, 
was $6.47. 

In June I used no light at all. The 
meter shows no consumption and I am 
satisfied that the same condition pre- 
vailed in May. I have to pay the_mini- 
mum of $2.60 a month. 

“When the Union Electric’s solicitor 
came to see me about a new contract 
I explained that times were dull and 
that I was not using all my lights. I 
asked him to have my minimum made 
$2 a month, as that Was as much I 
thought I ought to pay. 

Inspector Raises the Rate. 

“After looking over the place, the so- 
licitor said it *twould be all right and 
that he would give me the $2 minimum. 
I signed the contract, and five or six 
days later an inspector came around. 
“He looked at the same lights the so- 
licitor had inspected and came bluster- 
ing in and said that I would have to 
pay for them. My minimum was in- 
creased to $2.60 a .month, although I 
signed a contract for a $2 minimum.” 
Mr. House did not take the time to 
read the fine print in the contract, 
which gives the company the right to 
increase the minimum any time, but 
does not give the consumer the right 
ever to decrease it. 

Mr. Metzenau operates with his 12- 
horsepower gas engine two elevators, 35 
electric lights and a lot of canning and 
filling machines. ! 

The Blanton Co., in the same neigh- 
borhood, recently put in a small gen- 
erator to make its own light, after 
Union Electric had offered a new con- 
tract with an increase of 12 ger cent 
in the rate. 

Several] dissatisfied Union Electric cus- 
tomers in the neighborhood are trying to 
get the Blanton company to furnish 
them electric light so that they can get 
away from the Union.

Nicholas Cazart May Not Live 
to Enjoy Partial Recovery - 
of Sight. 








VITALITY IS WASTED 


Poor and Insufficient Food 
Cause of Present Con- 
dition. 





To cap the misery of poor Nicholas 
Cazart, the blind blacksmith in the City 
Hospital, he has been told by the phy- 
sicians who have been caring for him 
that just as it seems possible that he 
might in a measure, recover his sight, 
he may not live to enjoy it. 

When Cazart was taken to the hospital 
it was found that his blindness was in 
@ measure due to the fact that for a 
leng time his body had been so imper- 
fectiy nourished that there was little 
red blood o¢ resistance left in it. An ef- 
fort was made to raise his vitality by 
good food, but he was so inert and 
gaenemic that it was almost impossible 
to bring his condition up to sufficient 
tone to respond to the treatment of his 
eyes. 

For many months he had eaten insuf- 
ficient and innutritious food. He was 
gaunt with famine, nerveless and inert. 
Now he is slowly dying of hardening of 
the arteries, or premature old age. He 
will probably never be able to see his 
fanily again, although he can now 
distinguish objects faintly. Had he been 
properly nourished during the past few 
months, the doctors say, he probably 
would have regained his sight. 

His family has been cared for since 
he went blind by Mrs. Mae Hillebrand
